JAMIE BRAGG: Administration sources say President 
Reagan will move the number three man In the CIA up a notch to 
replace Admiral Bobby Inman as the spy agency's Deputy Director. 
Inman announced his resignation last week. Sources say the 
President Is expected to name John McMahon, a 3l~year CIA vet- 
eran, to replace Inman. They say McMahon has been recommended 
by CIA Director William Casey and screened by the President's 
aides. That nomination could come as early as today. 
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
